A man clothed inthe judicial 
ermine had dared to pronounce a senteace which, if 
carried into execution, would unsettle the very foun- 
(Cheers.) Let 
the producers of wealth in every corner of this great 
kingdom arouse and prevent this; theirs was the task 
to restore the husband to his heart broken and dis- 
consolate wife, the father to his children, the master 
of the house to his own fire side, and to his duties as 
a British subject. (Cries of “we will, we will.’) 
Mr. Fleming concluded amid loud applause, by mov- 





Mr. George Conolly, delegate from Belfast, second- 
ed the motion. The united voice of the nation must 
speak loudly. As the representative of a large nam- 
ber of individuals in:Belfast, he could say that the 
working classes in that large and important town, 
and through them the workmen throughout Ireland, 
would do their duty—(applause.) 

Mr. Hunt supported the resolution. He strongly 
recommended that petitions should go up to the 
King and the Parliament fromevery lodge, every 
town, village, and hamlet inthe kingdom, and let 
the petitioners speak in a voice which should com- 
mand attention. (Loud applause.) 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

Mr. King proposed the adoption of a petition to 
the House of Commons, in doing which he observed, 
that if the laws of England sanctioned the punish- 
ment which had been inflicted on the six men at 
Dorchester, the sooner people had done with such 
laws the better. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Smith, a delegate from Coventry, moved a 
vote of thanks to the men of Derby and Worcester. 
Let the reporters then present tell England that they 
courted the utmost publicity and notice ; they wish- 
ed not to ve bound together by secrecy; they were 
not a band of revolutionists, but men determined to 
promote the best interests of humanity, though at the 
risk of transportation er even of death itself. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Mr Buckley seconded the motion. 

The resolution having been put and carried, 
thanks were voted to the Chairman, and after three 
cheers for the Dorchester laborers, three for the 
men of Derby and Worcester, and three for the 
cause of Trades’ Unions, the meeting dispersed in 
the most peaceable manner.

At eight o’clock the Rev. Dr. Wade, attended by 
the Committee, appeared upon the platform, and 
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The Rev. Chairman said, he was quite astounded 
at the communication he had heard had been recei- 
ved from his Majesty, and, as a man wishing to be 
loyal to his King and to his country, and a friend to 
the productive classes, he must say that he deeply de- 
plored that his Majesty had been advised not to listen 
to the petitions of his faithful subjects. (Cheers. If 
the government did not act for the benefit of the pro- 
ductive classes, the miost useful and (as Sir James 
Graham had confessed) the most important class of 
society —if, he said, the government did not act for 
their benefit, it deserved to be hurled from its seat. 
(Immense cheering.) He would not condescend to 
answer the assertions of the press against them: 
they did not understand the subject, or, what was 
werse, would not understand it. He would only 
express his sorrow that the King of his country had 
not listened to the prayers of his faithful people. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Austin then stood forward to read the answer 
of Lord Melbourne to the deputation; but his voice 
being inadequate to fill the building. 
Mr. Parkin (of Dudley) read the following letter, 
which was addressed to Mr. Austin :— 

“Whitehall April 2, 1834. 
“*Syn,--Lam directed by Viscount Melbourne ro acquaint 
you that the petition to which your name is aflixed in favor of 
James Uryme and five others, who were cenvicted at the last 
assizes for the county of Dorset, of administering unlawful 
ouths, and sentenced to seven years transportation, bas been 
duly taid before the King, aod that his Majesty has not been 
pleased to signify any commands thereupon, 
‘Lam, Sir, your obedient humble servant, 

“* HOWICK.” 

Mr. Carpenter moved the first resolution, in @ 
speech of great length. It was not the intention 
of the present meeting to propose taking any further 
steps, for the purpose of obtaining a reversal of the 
sentence. They had felt it would be better to leave 
the course of procedure to be determined upon by 
the ‘T'rades’ Union themselves. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Simpson saidthat they had much reason in- 
deed to deplore the infatuation of the highest ma- 
gistrate and of the Government, in turning a deaf 
ear to the most righteous, and powerful, and exem- 
plary, of his subjects. (Hear.) In this instance the 
people had only another powerful proof of the abso- 
lute necessity of taking their own affairs into their 
own hands. They now saw to what an immense 
distance courts of law were removed from them. 
(Hear.) They now saw that they had no access 
to the power which pretended to be their guide and 
protector. They saw that they were totally shut 
out from the sympathy of their zulers, who depend- 
ed upon them for all their grandeur and all their 
luxury. (Hear, hear.) ‘The working classes must, 
then, lock to themselves, and turn their attention te 
those arrangements by which their skill and indus- 
try and productive power should be directed and ae. 
cumulated, for the advantage of themselves and of 
their friends, and of none else. (Hear.) He ex- 
pected them to stand fast together, and to maintain 
the grouud which they gained. They had reached 
ahigheminence, the chief thing sought for by the 
contending armies. (Hear.) 

Mr. Benbow said the working men of England 
ought to place themselves in a situation to speak to 
their rulers in a voice of thunder, and to demand 
the liberation of these men. (Cheers.) When vio. 
lence was spoken of, he thought that they ought not 
to be daunted. It became them to take Jeremy Ben. 
tham by the hand, to count the cost, and to caleuw. 
late whether the inconvenience of their present 
situation, or the consequence of resistance, were 
the most important. (Hear.) When they should 
have well considered their resources, if they felt 
themselves strong enough to resist, let them resist 
strenuously. (Hear.) ‘This Government was the 
poorest thing that was ever known in the world. 
(Hear, and laughter.) They were, indeed, weak, 
and wicked, and abominable men ; but he conld not, 
perhaps, with justice, say that they were yet alte. 
gether contemptible : they would be when the Uniong 
came forth in their hundreds of thousands, (Loud

But he would take Lafayette as an 
example worthy to be followed, and he would not 
only present petitions and remonstrate against the 
threatened Jaw against the Unions, but he would 
resist it—(clicers.)

The conclusion was followed by immense cheers, 
and waving of hats and handkerchiefs. 

Mr. Morrison said that on Monday last he had the 
pleasure of conversing with delegates from all parts 
of the United Kingdom, and they were determined, 
and looked upon itasa matter of course, that they 
should have their brothers back. [An indescribable 
burst of applause, cheers, huzzas, waving of hats 
and handkerchiefs.) At Birmingham they had a 
telegraph, by which they had the means of congre- 
gating a hundre# thousand personsin any one spot in 
five minutes.—[{Loud cheers.] But there was no fear 
of violence ; they were too strong to be violent. All 
that they had to do was, to lay their arms across, and 
to ask the Government, “* Did it mean, or not, to give 
back the men?” [Immense cheers.] Many people 
eaidthat a national holiday would bea dangerous 
thing. But where would be the danger? [Hear, 
hear, andalaugh.) What danger could there be, if 
all the mechanics in England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
were to walk outintothe country on a fine day, and 
each to take achopstick by the arm, and to ask him 
did he not wonder to see so many people coming into 
the country,and ifhe knew what was the catuse?— 
and What would the chopsticks say and feel when 
they would be told that all this was to bring one of 
their brethren back? The aristocracy were afraid 
of the mechanics corrupting the agriculturists. [Hear 
and laughter.) But when they saw the Unionists 
pass by their doors, would they come out and ask 
them what wasallthat about. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Larkin, of Dudley, said he saw in this conn- 
try nothing but one mass of oppression, injustice, 
and misrule; and he was ready to use every exer- 
tion to put an end to such a state of things. Such 
exertions were favored with the approbation of 
Heaven, and must ultimately be crowndd with suc- 
cess. If the law to put down the Unions and asso- 
ciations should be pursucd, he should do as the 
French were about to do, and he asked the meeting, 
would they come to that place and do the same ? 
(A tremendous shout of * yes,” followed by immense 
cheering,) A meeting of 100,000 persons at Bir. 





mingham had come to the same resolution ; and if the 
King was so blindfold, and obstinate, and stupid, a+ 
not to listen to the just prayers of such bodies of the 
people, his ignorance could not relieve him of the 
moral responsibility—(cheers.)\—and the men of 
Birmingham might meet, not in Beardsworth’s Re.

WRECKS ON ST. PAUL’S ISLAND. 

We have seen several accounts of four wrecks on 
this island, which all took place in the first week of 
the meath. Three of the vessels lost are the Jade, 
of Werkington, Captain Crooks; the Moon, of 
Sunderland, Ceptain Phillips; Isebella, of Working- 
fon, Captain Morrison, from Drogheda, with 130 
passengers, (7 drowned) anda bark unknown, 

The following is the substance of Captain Crooks's 
stitement :—‘ The Jane sailed from Workington 
on she 10th April—had a fair run to near St.-Paul’s ; 














when, on the 7th instant, in a very dark and sleety 
night, the vessel struck, at about 12, with a tremen- 
dous crash on the rocks, although we had been steer- 
ing wide of the Island, after a good observativn. 
Though immediately under high cliffs, we coul 

not see the land. 
mediately, and the boats floating on deck, we em- 


barked in one, from which, afier buffeting a raging 

sea and snow storm, during four hours, we landed; | 
and, clibming up the rocks for three hours, at length |

We soon met Captain Phillips, 07 the Moon, which 
had been wrecked about sixty feet from us—all 
hands saved ; next found Captain Morrison, of the 
Isabella, from Drogheda, with 130 passengers, seven 
of whom had been drowned.
